In  i860  a  new  log  school  house  was  erected  about  2 
miles  northwest  of  Auburn  Ill.  and  the  little  church  held  its  services 
there  until  1872  when  frame  building  30  x  4-0  feet  was  erected  on  the 
National  Road  (now  U.S.  *+0)  2  miles  west  of  Auburn  and  three  miles  east 
of  Martinsville  Ill.,  at  a  cost  of  about  $1,000.  Said  church  was  known 
as  "Bethel".  Elder  Linos  preached  there  about  15  years  without  pay  un¬ 
til  ill  health  caused  him  to  quit.

Notes  on  Coshocton  Co. ,  Ohio.  Extracts  from  letter  by  Miss  Harriet 
Scofield,  Western  Reserve  Historical  Society,  Cleveland,  Ohio,  1-11-1961. 
I  delved  into  Coshocton  Co.  Material.  The  histories  revealed  nothing 
as  far  as  I  covered  them,  nor  the  marriage  records.  However,  these 
latter  have  been  copied  down  to  the  I830's-l835  J  think.  We  have  some 
cemetary  records,  6  small  volumes,  but  they  have  been  sent  to  the  bind¬ 
ery.  As  our  library  has  an  outstanding  collection  of  Ohio  Bap't  assoc¬ 
iation  records  I  checked  them  and  found  L.  Gilbert  or  Linos  or  Linas 
(all  spellings  used)  there  from  184-0-1850.  I  couldn't  find  him  in  the 
earliest  Assc.  (Meigs  Creek)  but  the  Will's  Creek  Bap't  Assc.  formed  in 
1840,  had  him  listed  with  address  "Roscoe",  Ohio  (Jackson  Township). 

In  184-1,  he  preached  at  the  Butler  Township  Bap't  Church  (Knox  Co.) 
on  the  first  Sabbath  of  the  month;  Wills  Creek  Bap't  Church  (Guernsey 
Co.)  just  across  the  Co.  line  from  Coshocton  Co.  I  guess,  since  Wills 
Creek  rogghly  follows  the  boundary  of  Coshocton  Co.  and  lies  mostly  in 
Coshocton  Co.  on  the  3rd  Sabbath;  and  in  Mill  Fork  Bap't  Church  on  the 
4-th  Sabbath  (Coshocton  Co.  )  Some  years  he  was  also  listed  as  preacher 
at  the  White  Eyes  Plains  Bap't  Church.  White  Eyes  Township  lies  North 
East  of  the  city  of  Coshocton,  but  maintains  a  separate  Post  Office 
still,  according  to  the  1959  Atlas.  Jackson  Township  lies  just  north  of 
Virginia  Township.  One  interesting  item  was  that  Linos  Gilbert's  name 
was  not  in  the  printed  list  of  ministers  and  missionary  pastors  for 
1850,  but  the  person  who  first  owned  the  copy  we  have  had  written  in 
pencil  beneath  the  printed  list  "L.  Gilbert,  Roscoe."  H  M EV-je  given  up 
preaching  in  these  churches  in  preparation  for  his  move  to  Illinois. 

.•.r-  184-5  the  Wills  Creek  Assc.,  formed  in  184-0,  was  again  divided  and  the 
Coshocton  Bap't  Assc.  formed.  The  first  meeting  of  the  latter,  in  184-6 
was  presided  over  by  L.  Gilbert,  Moderator,  who  preached  the  introduc¬ 
tory  sermon  from  the  text,  "Song  of  Solomon,  Chap.  8  vr.  5*"  His 
• ddress  was  consistently  given  as  Roscoe.  Bap't  preachers,  not  being 
college  educated,  were  usually  known  as  "Elders."

I  made  a  slight  slip  in  my  letter  oT  April  26th,  when  I 
told  you  about  finding  Noah  in  Granville, Hass. ,  in  the  1300  Census. 

I  gave  you  his  figures  as  one  male  and  one  female  aged  26-45  arid 
one  male  and  one  female  under  10,  It  should  have  been  one  male  and 
two  females  under  10.  This  is  important,  because  I  have  since  found 
Noah  in  the  1810  Census,  right  back  in  Betsey5 s  home  town,  Bark ha  la¬ 
sted,  Conn.  Kis  household  at  that  date  comprised  one  male  and  one 
female  still  26-15 ,  one  male  and  two  females  10-16,  two  males  and 
one  female  under  10.  As  Linos,  if  bom  in  1602,  would  belong  in  the 
180.0-1810  trio,  and  as  he  is  known  to  have  been  born  in  Conn.,  it 
seems  very  likely  that  the  family  moved  from  Granville  to  Barkhamsted 
between  1800  and  1802  and  that  two  children  younger  than  Linos  were 
also  born  there. 

I  v.’ould  therefore  suggest  that  you  write  to  the  Genealogy 
Section,  Connecticut  State  Library,  Hartford,  Conn,,  and  esk  id?  they 
have  any  records  of  children  born  to  Noah  and  Betsey  in  Barkhamsted 
about  1800  to  1810.  They  have  a  pretty  good  filing  system  and  con 
often  pull  information  of  that  sort  right  out  of  their  hat.  If  that 
does  not  produce  anything,  try  writing  the  Barkhamsted  town  clerk 
with  the  same  questions  —  remembering  to  enclose  a  stamped  self- 
addressed  envelope  EHXBiESK  and  to  tell  him  you  are  willing  to  pay 
his  customary  fee,  which  will  probably,  be  only  a  couple  of  dollars.

It  seems  to  me  there  is  a  good  possibility  that 
th  ere  was  some  crossroads  neighborhood  across  the  state  line  in  Conn. 
That  may  have  been  called  "New  Brunswick"  too  small  to  get  into  an  atlas 
or  gazetter,  but  "Connecticut"  for  birthplace  of  Linos  must  be  correct. 
His  father  lived  for  a  time  in  Granville,  touching  the  Conn,  line,  and 
his  mother  was  from  Barkhamstead ,  in  Conn.,  .just  south  of  the  line. 


Belmont  is  on  the  southeastern  border  of  Ohio,  on  the  Ohio  River, 
which  flows  almost  due  south.  In  1320  Noah  Gilbert  was  in  Pultney 
right  on  the  river.  In  mead  d joining  Pultney  on  the  south  in  1020 
was  Lyman  Gilbert,  age  18-26,  no  wife  or  family  at  all.  Perhaps  he  was 
setting  up  a  farm  in  preparation  to  be  married.  Evidently  he  was  Elder 
Linos'  older  brother.  He  must  have  married  before  1840,  for  by  then  he 
had  a  son  10-15  in  the  1840  census.
